Specifically, Shiga discloses transmitting EPG/SI data in packets and decoding EPG data to 
form the EPG display. Shiga fails to teach or fairly suggest the limitation "a control table for 
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acquiring and re-assembling the partitioned program specific data disposed in the plurality of 
partition tables" as recited in claim 19 and claim 49.
